The purpose of the present prelim- 


inary statement is to furnish the users 
of this grade of cyanid the practical 
results of this work. 


The tests referred to above were 


made with a solution of the cyanid— 
one part in two parts water added to 
two parts acid and two parts water, 
and this method will here be called 
the "wet" process. The results of 
amounts of decomposed hydrocyanic 
acid obtained upon treating cyanids 
by this method were entirely differ- 
ent when the "dry" process of using 
the cyanid is employed, approximat- 
ing closely the method universally 
employed in actual fumigation work. 
In this method one part of dry cyanid 
is thrown into a mixture of one part 
acid and three parts water. 


W'hen fumigation was first develop- 


ed by this station the production of 
ammonia gas by the decomposition of 
the hydrocyanic acid gas was studied, 
and the substitution 
of the "dry" 


method of generating was chiefly to 
avoid the injury to the foliage due to 
;he ammonia. 
• 


The apparatus used in the "dry" 


process in this laboratory work was 
similar to that employed by the gov- 
ernment chemist: the tube into the 
lenerating flask simply had >a foot 
bent at the lower end upon which a 
weighing bottle containing the weigh- 
ed cyanid rested; this was introduced 
into the flask and when ready a twist 
of the tube upset the cyanid into the 
mixture of acid and water just below. 
This is practically what is done in 
fumigation work when the dry cyanid 
is dropped into the acid in the gener'- 
ator. 


Sample 805 showed by the "wet" 


process a decomposition of hydrocy- 
anic gas varying from 8.88 per cent to 
16.88 per cent; the "dry" test on this 
sample showed a decomposition of the 
gas from 0.7 per cent to 2.86 per cent, 
and another sample, 806, containing 
a large quantity of sodium chlorid, 
showed a very large percentage of de- 
composed cyanhydric gas by the "wet" 
orocess. 


Two other samples, Nos. SOT and 


SOS, showed a somewhat higher de- 
composition of the "dry" method than 
No. 80S, but still the results are very 
much less than in the tests made by 
the "wet" method. 


It will be noted that the powdered 


cyanid (No. SO',) when treated by the 
"dry" 
process showed considerably

Enough Evidence 


To Convict Gambler 


Because of insufficient evidence to 


convict under the present reading of 
the state gambling laws, Ralph Miller, 
who was arrested in a shack back of 
Mann's rooming house on the evening 
of September 23, was allowed to go 
free of the charge of playing and op- 
erating a percentage game, at the trial 
held before Justice of the Peace H. N. 
Wells on Monday afternoon of this 
week. A jury of eleven men brought 
in a verdict of not guilty, after a trial 
lasting about three hours. Although 
this was Miller's first day in court, he 
was evidently familiar with the pro- 
prieties, and when the verdict was re- 
turned, shook hands with every mem- 
ber of the jury and thanked them per- 
sonally. He was defended by Attor- 
ney C. H. Converse of Glendora. De- 
puty District Attorney John L. Rich- 
ardson prosecuted the case. 


The venire of selection brought in 


by Constable Saunders on subpoenas 
made out by Justice Wells was as fol- 
lows: Harry Damerel, Rev. Bede A. 
Johnson, F. H. Pabrick, C. H. Kistler, 
C. S. Beardsley, George Griffiths, A. R. 
Evans, P. W. Gail, J. J. PitzGerald, 


' W. Q. Custer, E. P. Warnef, Rev. W. 
W. Catherwood, D. W. MacDonald, A. 
R. Bryan, C. W. Crawford, H. S. Tripp, 
J. N. Wilson, W. P. Nye, C. W. Craw- 
ford, B. L. King, B. L. Reynolds, W. 
M. Warren. From these men the fol- 
lowing jury was obtained: Harry Dam- 
erel, F. H. Fabrick, George W. Grif- 
fflths, C. W. Crawford, A. R. Evans, 
B. L. Reynolds, J. N. Wilson, J. J. 
FitzGerald, D. W. MacDonald, A. R. 
Bryan, H. S. Tripp. 


Constable J. J. Saunders testified 


that he went to the shack in the rear 
of the old Co'vina house on Saturday 
night, September 23, having been giv- 
en information that led him to believe 
a gambling game was in progress 
there. He broke open two doors to 
get in, and found several men stand- 
ing and sitting about a table, upon, 
which cards and poker chips were 
scattered. The poker chips were piled 
up in stacks in front of each of the 
players, and some were piled in the 
middle of the table. He arrested Ralph 
Miller, Joe Black, Earl Cushman, G. 
W. Girard, and Carl B. Schontz, two 
others getting out of the door before 
they could be stopped by the officer. 
The men were taken to the office of 
the justice of the peace, where they 
were allowed to go on their own cog- 
nizance, in the absence of the justice 
of the peace. The men were arraign- 
ed and placed under bond on the fol- 
lowing Monday night. 


Cushman, Girard, and Schontz were 


placed on the stand following the 
constable, and all swore in substance 
that they were engaged in a harmless 
game of "solo," for which no money 
changed hands. Joe Black did not re- 
spond to his summons, and a bench 
warrant was sent out after him, but it 
is thought he took justice into his own 
hands and skipped town. The loyally 
of Miller's pals in the game worked 
well for the accused, and the jury 
could not find sufficient evidence *.o 
convict. Attorney Converse of Glen- 
dora, who defended Miller, made a 
pleasing talk to the jury at the end 
of the trial, in which he told many de- 
lightful reminiscences of his own life, 
and forgot to mention anything what- 


ever about his client. Mr. Converse's 
absorbing stories of little incidents of 
his experiences in Sunday-school and 
business life made a profound impres- 
sion (sarcasm). 


THE SHOOTING AFFAIR. 


In the evening of the same day, O. 


P. Tinker, a former pool-room keeper, 
was before Justice Wells on a charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon on 
the person of Ralph Miller. The trou- 
ble grew out of the gambling arrest. 
Miller accused Tinker on the Monday 
following the arrest, of "tipping off" 
the authorities as to the whereabouts 
of the alleged game. 
According to 


Tinker's story on the stand, Miller ap- 
proached 
him 
(Tinker) as he was 


coming from supper on Monday night, 
and said: "You're the 
that tipped off the police that us fel- 
lows was gambling." Tinker says he 
replied: "I don't know anything about 
where you fellows was gambling at." 
Tinker says that Miller then knocked 
him down. Tinker fired three shots 
from an automatic revolver, oni_ bul- 
let taking effect in Miller's leg as he 
ran. Tinker then went to Officer Fair- 
ly and told him the story. 
Fairly 


did not place Tinker under arrest at 
the time, and Tinker went away to 
Long Beach in an automobile, atter- 
wa'r'ds going up into the central part 
of the state. He did not return until 
Wednesday of last week, when he was 
arrested by Officer Fairly while trans- 
acting business at the Covina National 
Bank. 
Miller, in the meantime, had 


been lying with a wounded leg in his 
room. 


Tinker was defended in the trial by 


Attorney Lewis B. Randall of Los An- 
Keles. He scored Ralph Miller heavily 
in cross-examination, bringing out the 
fact that Miller had been in trouble 
with 
other men 
before, and 
had 


knocked down one man in a previous 
altercation. Dr. J. D. Reed, who dress- 
ed Miller's wounds, testified to the 
ci.aiacter of the wound inflicted by 
the bullet. 


Officer Fairly, in testifying regard- 


ing his part in the arrest of Tinker 
and the subsequent events, was asked 
by the defense how long he had known 
Ralph Miller, and stated that he had 
known him eighteen years. 


Do you know him for an honest, 


hard-working man," asked Attorney 
Randall. 


"He used to work up until about six 


years ago 
" said the officer. He 


was stopped through objection on the 
part of the prosecution. The defense 
continued to question Fairly about 
Miller's character,' and it was finally 
brought out that the reputation of Mil- 
ler in the community was not good. 
Judge Wells instructed Officer Fairly 
that he must answer this question, 
and that it was not a question of what 
he (Fairly) thought about Miller, but 
what the general opinion of Miller's 
reputation amounted to in the com- 
munity. 


"Well, then," said the officer, 
"it's 


bad." Attorney Randall started to ar- 
gue his case before the court, but was 
stopped by Justice Wells, who quickly 
discharged Tinker from any blame in 
the matter. Tinker's discharge came 
about through evidence which went to 
show that he fired at Miller in self- 
defense.
